We had another good month! Look at the entities members 
have added below. These are not run of the mill entities! They 
are rarel!!! Are you getting in on the great low band activity? 


The DXpeditions are generating a lot of activity! 


The SCDXC leader, N6WS, moved up one slot to 27 on the 
Global ClubLog leader board, with 216 worked. This is indica- 
tive of the lower SFI. Because of the distance from major 
population centers and from the rare entities in Asia, Indian 
Ocean, Europe, and Africa, the West Coast has a greater chal- 
lenge at the bottom of the cycle. Jim Okubo, W6OU, is on the 
rise. The second one to break 200 entities he is #2 in SCDXC 
and #56 globally. Kent, N6WS, is back and added 14 more 
entities to his count in 2 weeks and now is 3 away from 200. 
The top ten are moving very well. In particular, Will, KC6X, has 
been on the attack. As you know will suffered a back injury and 
was out of commission for a while. He writes: 


‘I'm still looking for Mt. Athos for my #1 DXCC. My totals are improving finally 
being QRV after a forced 5-year hiatus. I'm only running an OCF dipole at 50 
feet. It's non-resonant on 15, 30, and 160. I'm planning to erect a SteppIR 
DB42 up in a few months if things work out. It's lying in pieces in my garage 
right now.

In summary SCDXC has worked 238 entities while ClubLog in 
general worked 266 entities. SCDXC has no entities worked 
that ClubLog leaders have not. The converse is 28. 


We now have 14 members who worked DXCC this year and in 
the first three months we are at 80% of the entities worked by 
SCDXC last year. In spite of poor conditions there is still DX to 
work and some of it is new.
